CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 7.—An accident occurred 
at Aug’s ciub-house, in this city, today, that 
happily was insignificant in the result, but ter- 
rific iu the suggestion of possibilities. William

Formation of a Western Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation—Badical Changes to B® Made 
in the Business.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec.7.—Not withstanding the 
denial of many of the leading brewers of the 
city, it has been learned from brewers that ar- 
rangements are pending between the brewers of 

Miiwaukee, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, De- 

troit, and Louisville to organize an independent 

association, to be known as the Western Brew- 
ers’ Association, and this fact accounts for the 
recents visits of delegations of Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago,and St. Louis brewers to this city.

Opening his address with 
an aliusion to the rapid growth of American en- 
terprise and the increase of towns, cities, and 
educational and religious institutions, the 
speaker sketched the rapid increase of agri- 
cultural and manufacturing products. during 
the last ten years, and then passed to a discus- 
sion of the reiations which exist between the 
American industries und their mutual support 
of each other, as follows: 
THE DEPENDENCE OF AGRICULTURE ON 

MANUFACTURES. 


I bave alluded to the producing power of the 
American people; but, in order teunderstand the 


wh exist between our industries, we 


American producer turns most naturally, let 
his industry be what it may. In fact, the law of 
our and most widely-diffused industry, 
agriculture, is the cultivation of those crops 
which are aidlapted toa local market, and tue 
occupation of lands iying near such a market. 
Not yet bas this law become universal, itis true; 
but it applies to all the older and thickly-settied 
sections of our land, and goes with diversitied 
industries wherever they create large cities and 
towns. Fifty years ago the farmer was com- 
peiled to seek his market near home on account 
ot the dime which attended the transportauon 
of his cro ut the settling of new and remote 
lands and improved methods of transportation 
rendered the growing of the great staples a ne- 
cessity, and corn, wheat, and provisions occu- 
pied farmer’s attention, and opened to him 
remote and even foreign markets for his gains. 
This frontier farming, however, is but tempo- 
rary, and must be followed by that systematic 
husbandry which constitutes the legitimate 
business of the American farmer, @nd carries 
him back to those days when agriculture was al- 
most the sole business of the country, and when 
a farming community was 

UNIFORMLY PROSPEROUS WHEN PRUDENT 

AND INDUSTRIOUS. 

Untii our larwe towns and our manufacturing 
States, therefore, provide markets for a largv 
portion ot the ucts of the pastures and 
grain- neids of West, they also support that 
more protitable system which consists in 
a careful cultivation of the soil, and 
in the economical management of 
small farms.

The project for a National educational 
fund is compelling reccgnition and gaining 
favor in the highest Government circles and 
among the leading minds of this country.

Tt will be seen that the exports were large- 
ly in excess of the imports, the exports equal- 
ing 60 per cent of the whole trade. The ex- 
ports represent the surplus production of the 
United States sold abroad, and it may be in- 
teresting to know what the character of 
these surplus products was, and how far the 
various productions of the United States are 
caused and increased by the existence of the 
tax called the progective tariff.” Thus a 
certain class of productions 80 annually 
progress that, after supplying the domestic 
wants of the country, there is alarge sur- 
plus, which is practically all profit, and 
which rewards the producer and goes to 
swell the general wealth of the country. 
Our exports (omitting reéxports), equaling 
about $870,000,000, were made up of the pro- 
ductions of the farm, of the forest, the mine, 
and the factory.

the man who produces a surplus above his 
own needs is a benefactor, he adding that 
Surplus to the general wealth. 

The apology for a “ protective” tariff is 
that it will enable domestic manufacturers to 
become self-supporting and to add to the 
general Wealth. Let us see how far the five 
millions of people protected by a tax of 
40 to 100 per cent on the prices of the com-

‘HE MANAGEMENT OF THE INDIANS. 


The President ia his inaugural message 
has seized an oppertune time to bring the 
Indian question before Congress, and to se- 
riously urge a renewed effort for its solu- 
tion by the adoption of measures some of 
wpien have already been partly put in op 
eration, and, thougr still in experimental 
stages, promise success. The rapid growth 
of the country, the extension of railroad 
construction, the immense flood of emigra- 
tion pouring westward, and the opening up 
of an area considered almost illimitable but 
a few y ago, are bringing white settle 
ments Indian reservations into constant 
propinguity. To avoid collision, the Indian 
is periodically moved on, but the moving 
provess has about reached that limit where 
he dan be moved no farther, and the alterna- 
tive is thus presented either that he must be 
absorbed into our civilization or he must be 
exterminated by it. The time for teulporary 
arrangements and makeshifts to bridge over 
the difficulties and leave them for future set- 
tlement has gone by. Something must be 
done immediately, and that something must 
be done with the view to the permanent set- 
tlement of the question. 

Ex-Secretary Schurz clearly recognized 
this necessity and made an excellent start. 
Secretary Kirkwood in his report goes still 
further than his predecessor, and has indi- 
cated very clearly some of the measures 
which should be adopted, while the Presi- 
dent in his message not only approves the 
recommendations of the Secretary, but makes 
fresh suggestions, and commends the neces- 
sity of immediate action with great empha-

The President’s principal recommenda- 
tions are three in number. The first, with 
which he might well have Associaied the im- 
portant suggestion of the Secretary of the 
luterior to reduce the number of reserva- 
tions and concentrate the Indians within 
narrower limits, is to bring the Indian with- 
in the jurisdiction of our laws by making the 
laws of States and Territories where reserva- 
tions are located applicable to them. The 
Indian should be made amenableto the laws, 
and in return should be protected by the 
law. It is not likely that he would at 
first understand or appreciate an elabo- 
rate form of government or all the 
rights and duties of a citizen, especially 
those who have grown up in the habits of 
another form of life. He could easily, how- 
ever, understand some simple form, approxi- 
mating, to a County Government. He could 
unde the ordinary laws and their pen- 
alties, jury service, and the right to protect 
himself in courts just as easily as he now 
understands how to guard his rights under 
treaties. Once brought under the domajn of 
law, understanding that he must obey it, and 
that so long as he obeys it he can be protect- 
ed in person and property, a very long step 
will have been taken towards civilizing him. 

The second recommendation of the Presi- 
dent, which geiterates those of the present 
Secre and his predecessor, is more im- 
portant still. He urges “the enactment of a 
gener al law permittifg the allotment in sev- 
eralty, to such Indians at least as deserve 
it, of a reasonable quantity of land, se- 
cured to them by patent, and for their own 
protection made inalienable for twenty or

SIGNOR MANCINI’S SPRECH. N 

Rome, Dee. 7.—Maneini, Minister or 
Foreigh Affairs, replying to strictures upon 
the policy of the Government made in the 
Chamber ot Deputies yesterday, said his con- 
stant endeavor had been to dispel nristrust 
and suspicion on the part of foreign coun- 
tries. The object of King Humbert’s visit to 
Vienna was a poliiical one. The Govern- 
ment, in arranging the affair, had procéeded 
in accord with the German Government, 
which rejoiced at the rapprochement be- 
tween Austria and Italy. Italy’s relations 
with Austria are now excellent. In regard 
to Bismarck’s recent statement with refer- 
ence to Italy, Mancini said: “It would be 
contrary to usage to enter into a dis- 
cussion with a foreign Legislature. Al 
though it is not easy to renoutice 
the temptation of demonstrating the absurd- 
ity of Bismarck’s thesis that Liberalism 
would lead toa republic, it would be idle to 
refute the cutting allusion to our monarchy, 
standing as 1 do among the representatives 
bf a people who know no bounds to tiHeir 
devotion to the dynasty united to them by 
indissoluble bonds.“ 

His speech was received with long-contin- 
ued applause.

THE Loss OF THE PROPELLER JANE MILLER. 

A letter from Owen Sound gives the following 
further particulars of the logs of the propeller 
Jane Miller. After arriving at Meaford she took

called at the dock at Big Bay, at the entrance to 
Colpay's Bay, where she took on a small quant!

interest. All that is necessary for any clique to 
do who desire to lock up money is to pay a 
fraction, say . more for these bonds 
than par and accrued jaterest, and 
80 keep them out of the Treasury. It costs but 
a trifle in-this way to handle $20,000,000 of bonds, 
and as long as they are nut presented for pay- 
ment the Treasury is compelled to keep on hand 
the $20,000,000 it is ready to disburse fur them. 
The Treasury really does the locking up. lu 
this way large sums of moneyare now being 
kept of the market at less risk and cost and 
with a smaller margin of capital than bas ever 
before been the case in the history of Wall 
street. It is not at all necessary, as it was un- 
der the old way of lockmg up money, to borrow 
it on a wide margin and lock up the currency 
itself. - How extensively this is dune is shown by 
the large amount of bonds called for that are 
not presented. Some ten millions of those cov- 
ered by the call preceding the one just issued 
are still outstanding. In reply to a remonstrance 


large an amount of money being kept out of 
use bf the Treasury, Secretary Fuiger suid, with 
apparently great reason: “ The Treasury offers 
the public money for its bonds, but the public 
does not come for it.“ Theexplanation we have 
given shows why the money is kept in the Treas- 
ury.

TWO MURDER CASES. 

Seventy men were examined as to their quali- 
fications before twelve jurors were secured to 
try John Stannars, indicted for the murder of 
Lizzie Cleveland, his mistress, whom he shot 
Aug. 1, 1881. The pane) is composed of Charics

George N. Houghitaling, who knew 
all about the shooting at the time it occurred, 
und who made some damaying statements re- 
gatding Stannars, but whose memory was very 
defective at the time of the grand jury investi- 
gation, will be examived this morning, and some 
racy testimony is looked for. 

A jury was secured in the case of Capt. Ben 
Eyster, who is ou trial before Judge Tuley for 
the alleged murder of Jobn Schumacher, with- 
out exhausting the panel—an unusual thing, 
due tu the first-class character of the men. All 
of them had read about the killing, yet the 
opinions they had formed could be removed by 
eviéence. One man who was excused, J. B. 
Foye, of No. 212 Monroe street, said he used 
to opposed to capital punishment, but bad 
chan his views since Guiteau sbot President 
Garfield. When the court adjourned for dinner 
the twelve were allowed to separate—apother 
unusual thing—it never baving been done be- 
fore in a murder case in Cook County. Their 
names are as follows: D. L. McLean, A. H.

The accused was released 
on $5,000 bail, but was indicted for mur- 
der, and Assistant State's- Attorney Thomson 
stated in bis opening that tne prosecution would 
show that Eyster killed Schumacher without 
justification; that he said.— —, [ll fix 
vou.“ went into the house, got his revolver, and 
returning to the barn shut the deceased. This 
indicates that some new evidence bas been dis- 
covered. Mr. Augustus Van Buren, who repre- 
sents Eyster, said there was no such testimony 
betore the Coroner's jury or the court at the 
time the babeas corpus «application was heard, 
and tkat if such a threat was sworn to the wit- 
nesses would commit perjury. The defense will 
show that Schumacher, while drunk and wiid. 
attacked Eyster with a pitchfork, and was shot 
in self-defense. Two or three days will be re- 
quired to get a verdict. The case attracts very 
little attention.

COUNTY COURT. 

In the case of the West Pork Commissioners 
vs. the owners Of property in the southwest part 
of the city which it has been sought to condemn 
for boulevard purposes—tw connect the South 
and West Side park systems—Judge Loomis yes- 
terday sustained the demurrer to the petition on 
the ground, as set forth therein, that the Park 
Commissiouers had no power under the Consti- 
tution and law tocondemn property for such 
purposes. The land sought to be condemned 
was a strip 450 fect wide running from Douglas 
Park to the Illinois & Michigan Canal, which was 
wanted to build a boulevard to connect the 
South and West Park boulevard = systems, 
and the p ings were commenced 
under Sec. 12 of the Park act of 1873. 
In deciding the case, the Court held 
that the proceedings should have been broutht 
in the name of the corporate apthorities of 
West Chicago, and not of the Park Commission- 
ers, and that the section in the statutes relied 
upon by the petitioners was clearly au interpo- 
lution, which was negatived by the preceding 
sections. Nogice of an appeal to the Appellate 
Court was at once given, and the petitioners 
were allowed thirty days in which to perfect it. 

In the case of the Fidelity Bank vs. The City 
of Chicago, an action brought to recover an ex- 
cess of taxes paid the city several 
years ago, judgment for $877 was en- 
tered for plwotiff. The history of 
the suit appears to be that in 1877 
the bank was assessed $1,500 for personal prop- 
erty, and that the County Board iu revising the 
assessment raised it to $25,000. In deciding the 
case it was held that the the original assessment 
had been made priorto the fourth Monday in 
June, and that it was the duty of the Town 
Board to reviee it. and that it baving failed to 
do so, the County Board had no right to either 
raise or lower the assessment, unless it had been 
made after the time mentioned. The case of 
the Union National Bank vs. Louis Huck, de- 
cided by the Supreme Court a few years ago, in 
which the same question was involved, was cited 
to sustain the view taken, but, notwithstand- 
ing, a notice of ygppenl was taken. The 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, the State 
Savings Lostitution, the Gerinan-Amercan Bank 
of Chicago, and the Hyde & Leather Bank have 
Similar suits pending for various amounts, and 
they have all agreed. to abide the decision in 
the above case iu the Upper court.

VOSCAMP, THE MURDERER. 


Mis Case Called for Trial at Kalama- 
00, Mich.,on a Change of Venue.

Agents Got in Their Work. 


Their Ingenious Manner of Manufact- 
uring False Public Sentiment. 


Passing a Bill Before Learning What 
Its Results Would Be. 


Commissioner Bentley's Dismissal—$235,- 
000,000 Wanted This Year.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—Since Commis- 
sioner Dudiey’s estimate that it would require 
$35,000,900 to pay the remaining ciaims for ur- 
rears of pensious was published in the Tribune 
a few days ago, the origin of and responsibility 
for the Arrears-of-Pensions bill have been the 
subject of universal discussion and inquiry. 
Nearly every newspaper of influence in the 
country has expressed indignation that the bill 
should have been allowed to pass, and it has 
even been argued that it would be better even 
now to repeal the nreasure than to pay out the 
enormous sums which it calls for. Commission- 
er Dudley has been assuiled,as if he was re- 
sponsibie for the measure, and as if the publi- 
cation of unpalatable truths was reprehensibic. 
Cungressmen in Washington have been seeking 
some pretext behind which they could take 
shelter when questioned regarding their own 
action, and eral have said that they were 
misied by statements which they were given to 
understand Commissioner Bentley had made. 

THE RESPONSIBILITY 

for the Arrears bill must be shared between the 
ring of pension-claim agents and Congress—the 
former for the conception of the job and the 
latter for lending itseif to the scheme without 
taking pains to ascertain the facts in regard to 
the measure. The matter will undoubtedly be 
made the subject of discussion at the coming 
session of Congress, and the history of the Ar- 
rears billand the measures related to it should 
be fairly known. The program of the claim 
agents was comprehensive, and their plans were 
well laid and skillfully carried out. The annual 
payments for pensions fora a few years previous 
to the passage of the Arrears bill were between 
$25,000,000 and $30,000,000, and they were on the 
decrease. With the lapse of a few more years 
all the pension-claims would have been filed 
and the claim agents’ occupation gone. They 
determined upon tbree things, which were at- 
tempted, and in all of which they have been suc- 
cessful. They proposed, first, in plain words, to 
get Congress to pay a handsome premium to ap- 
plicants for pensions iu order to swell the busi- 
ness of the claim agents; second, to prevent the 
adgption of the measures for the protection of 
the Government recommended by the Commis- 
sioner oi Pensions; and, third, to secure the dis- 
missal of Commissioner Bentley, who bad proved 
an obstacie in their path. 

The Arrears bill being prepared, 

REPRESENTATIVE RICK, OF ono, 

was the first to introduce it, This measure was 
referred to the Committee on Invalid Pensions 
of the Forty-fourth Congress, and was never 
reported back. The claim agents prepared 
thousands of petitions, which were sent through 
the country tor signatures, and when signed 
were sent to Congressmen, by whom they were 
presented, causing it to appear that 
there was a wide-spread demand for 
the passage of the measure. Advertising sheets, 
published by firnis of claim agents here, with 
high-sounding titles, and purporting to have for 
their sole function the defense and promotion 
of the interests of the soldiers and sailurs, were 
filled with giowing eulogies of the measure and 
the good it was to accomplish, with denuncia- 
tions of the measures introduced for the reor- 
ganizanon of the Peusion Ollice, and with bitter 
ubuse of the Commissioner of Pensions as the 
enemy of soldiers and égailors. A bill substan- 
tiaily like that introduced by Mr. Rice was in- 
troduced at the next session of Congress, and 
was likewise referred to the Committee on In- 
valid Pensions. ‘This bill shared the fate of its 
predecessor in so far as the action of the com- 
mittee was concerned; but the claim agents 
were not thus to be deteated. 

Un June 19, 1878. 

REPRESENTATIVE HASKELL, OF KANSAS, 
moved that the committee be discharged from 
the further consideration of the bili, and that 
the rules be suspended and the bill passed. Two 
or three mémbers who attempted to say some- 
thing were told that debate was not in order, 
and the bill was thus brought toa vote and 
— without receiving any consideration 

y the House, and, as far as can be seen from 
the record, without consideration even by the 
committee. The bill reached the Senate Com- 
mittee on the same day, and was reported back 
and passed by the Senate on Jan. 16, 79. The 
debate in the Senate consumed several bours, 
and is chietiy remarkable for the fact that no 
one seems to bave taken the pains to ascertain 
from the usual source of infurmation what the 
possibilities of the bi were. Senator Inyalis, 
who reported the bill from the committee, ap- 
peared to have all the information extant upon 
the subject.

There 
have en three years since that date, and, of 
course, I can only estimate what amount would 
be required since this compilation was made;

Senator Saunders, an opponent of the meas- 
ure, who had not heard the remarksoi Mr. 
Kirkwood, maden speech, during which he read 
a plaintive letter from one of bis constituents 
beseeching him not to support the bill. It 
proved to be the same letter. Senator Withers 
gad he had received forty of them. Senator 
Burnside said: tell you that I know, as well 
as a man ean know anything which has not been 
demoustrated sitively, that the great opposi- 
tion to this bill has been brought about by the 
claim agents of this country. . They have 
commanded my attention; one of them com- 
manded my attention this very day, and made 
me listen to him for half an hour.“ 

The Reorganization bill was defeated. The 
next and last step in the progress of the scheme 
was to secure the removal of Commissioner 
Bentley. This was done by incessantly — — 
iu their advertising sheets upon his alleged se- 
verity upon the adjudication of claims and by 
circulating thousands of petiuons for the sig- 
natures of ex-soldiers, praying for his removal, 
by which means u political pressure was brought 
to bear upon the President too strong to be re- 
sisted. The claim agents were, however, not 
successful in getting the man of their choice 
into the position tuus made vacant. 

THE MOST UNIQUE FEATURE 
of this remarkabie scheme was the bbastings 
which followed the passage of the Arrears 
bill. Mr. Rice, of Onio, became a can- 
didate for Governor, and based his can- 
didacy upon bis ;efforts in behalt of the sold- 
iers, claiming that the Arrears bill was his 
bandiwork, but the claim agents came in and 
established their own right to the credit of hav- 
ing devised the measure and passed it. The 
most active of them. not content with thé legiti- 
mate advantages his class were certain to se- 
cure, caused to be printed apd sent out by the 
thousand the tollowing: 

“In recollecuon of the labor of —— for the 
past three years in conducting the prosecution 
of the Arreurs of Pensions bill, which bas re- 
sulted in a law, I hereby subscribe the sum of 
—— dollars towards a testimonial to bim. pay- 
able when I receive the urrears of any pensions 
due me. (Signed) 

* Address ——.”" 

This was accompanied by circulars, signed by 
leading claim agents of Washington, bearing 
testimony to the efficiency of the person named 
in pressing the matter upon the attention of 
Congress and in educating the press, the public, 
tate Legisiatures, and other bodies. 

TUE PENSION-CLAIM AGENTS 

are comparatively few in number, and their 
proportion of the money now appropriated and 
to be appropriated for the payment of claims, 
the origin of which is traceable to the Arrears 
bill, will aggregate perhaps $5,000,000. A single 
claim! agent now bas 40,000 claims pending be- 
fore the oflice, and his owa fees will amount to 
at least $400,000 upon them. These fees are paid 
to the cluim agent by the Government as fast as 
the claims are granted, and the money can be 
as surely counted up as if it were already de- 
posited in bank im the agent's name. The 
amount of money: which has gone and will go 
into the hands of people who have no legitimate 
right to pensions, by reason of the failure of 
Congress to provide for the personal examina- 
tion of claimants and their witnesses, as urged 
by Commissioner Bentley and Secretaries Chan- 
dler and Schurz, cannot be estimated.

Proposed Heroic Treatment of the Cabbage-Worm 
Evil — Birds and Fruits — Ar. 
bericaitare. 


The Illinois State Horticultural Society and 
the Horticulturai Society of Northern Lilinois 
resumed their joint session in Ciub-Room No. 4 
of the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday morning, 
President C. N. Dennis in the chair. A general 
discussion was had about the apple and grape 
crop, and reports were received from many 
quarters. The general report was that the crops 
bad been very short. 

Mr. Watrous, of Des Moines, Ia., said that the 
apples which would grow in Illinois could be 
raised with equal success in his State The hard 
winter of 1880-81, and the heat and drouth of 
the summer had a disastrous effect on the or- 
chards. There was only half a crop of applies, 
and very few piums or cherries. Berries were a 
fair crop, except blackberries, which were in- 
jured by the drouth. Nursery stock syffered by 
the severe winter. The heat and dryness of the 
atmosphere, especially in Western lowa, were 
more trying than the winters. Many varie- 
ties of Russian apples had been introduced, 
principally from near St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow. The speaker thought that crosses might 


be made on this stock, which would give varie- - 


ties that would stand alike severe cold and grent 
heat. The State Horticultural Society of Iowa 
was trying every means to induce the pianting 
of 
TREES FOR SHELTER BELTS. 

Last season the grape crop was inferior both in 
quantity and quality, bail and drouth doing 
much damage. 

Mr. Tuttle, of Wisconsin, had found some val- 
unable fruits among imported Kussian stock, 
and believed they would prove very good mar- 
ket apples. Some good winter kee nad been 
found in these Russian varieties. a general 
rule, they were more free from blight than the 
ordinary stock.

A SCHOOL OF FORESTRY 


would be to the advantage of the country. The 
Government needed a corps of foresters to su- 
pervise and direct the management of the nat- 
ural forests and the pubiic lands, while the great 
ruilroad corporations were beginning to create 
extensive plantations that would require skilled 
manugement. 

The speaker proceeded to disctiss the different 
varieties of oaks, and spoke firstof the White 
oak, found everywhere in the timbered portions 
of the States eastof the Missouri, and more 
rarely west of that river. This tree grows in 
various soils, but prefersadry loam. Next in 
value camegthbe burr oak, which thrives best on 
a clayey subsoil,tin low situations, with abundant 
moisture. It grows rapidly, and forms a mag- 
nificent tree either for the park or the forest. 
The wood is used for staves, but its open texture 
makes these inferior to those made from white 
oak, which should be selected for tight coop- 
erage. 0 

The yellow oak reaches its finest proportions 
on the biuffs and river hills, and its timber is of 
tne white-oak class, and valuable for many pur- 
poses. The swamp white oak is found on the 
margin of ponds througbout Llinois. The post 
ouk is common in Southern Lilinois, Missouri; 
and lowa, and sometimes attains cunsiderabie 
size. The red or black oaks are mostly found in 
the northern part of Illinois and adjoining States. 
and affect dry and sandy soils. Their w is 
reddish, ratber deticient in strength, and not 
durable when exposed to the weather. It van 
be used for dry cooperage, but not for casks in- 
tended to contain liquids. The black oak is a 
stately tree, and has been more famous for its 
bark, used as u dye-stuff, than for its timber. 


THE RED OAK 


is a tree of large size and rapid grew, ane is 
found from the Atlantic coust to the estern 
plains, and extends far to the north and south. 
The black jack has no special 12 and ts of 
little value except for fuel, and found iu 
Southern Illinois. The Spanish oak is a closely- 
allied species of southern habitat, and attains 
handsome proportions. It is not suited to 
northern latitudes. 

Hickories and walnuts have been condemned 
by some on account of their slow growth in 
their early years, making but as many inches in 
hight as poplers make yards of upright growth 
in the same space of time. The black walnut is 
of great value as a timber tree, and will with- 
stand the climate of Lilinois. It loves a deep, 
rich soil, and grows rapidly while young, but 
siowly thereafter. It requires from one to two 
centuries to produco the — 2 — logs 
now in so great demand, wenerations 
must elapse before the artificial forests 
can replace the natural growth of this tree. 
The white wainut, or butternut, is perfectly 
hardy, and may be plauted further to the north- 
ward, but is not likely to prove a valuable tree, 
though worthy of a place in the plantation. 

The bickories are ail more or less valuable, not 
only for the nuts furnished by some species, but 
because of the toughness of the timber.

The 
pecan, found on the Lilinois River and south- 
ward to Texas, affects the rich, deep soils of 
river bottoms, and, like the sbell-bark, fur- 
uisbes valuable puts. Its timber is not so strong 
as that of other species. 

Maples are worthy of a large share of the 
planter’s attention. The sugar maple, or rock 
maple, is the prince of this genus. It is widely 
ditfused, but prefers rich limestone 801 
those that are naturally well drained. 
Its growth is slow at first, but the form 
of its spreading, but compact, bead, and its 
beautiful autumnal tints render it a favorit 
avenue and lawn tree. The biack maple is 
equally rich in sugar-producing qualities. The 
red maple extends from Canada to Georgia, and 
is always found near water. It is well adapted 
for planting in village streets. water or 
silver maple and the box-elder are beautiful 
species, but scareely fitted for Northern Illinois.
